This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-18, drawn to a salt and a process for preparing a salt of 

formula (1), which can be further restricted based upon the definition of A, X, n, 

R\ and R^. 

Group II, claim(s) 19-23, drawn to a use of a salt of formula (1) which can be 
further restricted based upon the definition of A, X, n, R\ and R^ with an 
intended use. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: a common structure 
is not present under Annex B, Part 1(f) in which the utility is attributed. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
